Cal State Long Beach may be next 
on the growing list of more than 800 
campuses nationwide that ban ciga- 
rettes and other tobacco products. 


Cal State Fullerton’s decision to be- 
come a smoke-free campus in August 
2013, along with the commitment of all 
nine University of California campuses, 
to become smoke- and tobacco-free with- 
in the next two years has sparked discus- 
sions among members of the Statewide 
Academic Senate and the California State 
Student Association (CSSA), a¢cording 
to Jonathon Bolin, vice president of As- 
sociated Students Inc. 

Bolin said he has heard a lot of stu- 
dents complain about smoking policies 
on campus and smokers’ lack of adher- 
ence to those policies. In response to 
student concerns, ASI Senators plan to 
vote on a resolution this week that would

CSU to launch program 
training war veterans 


CSULB is one of the 
nine CSU campuses 
to participate in the 
program.

The Cal State University will 
soon begin a new-program to train 
hundreds of veterans as electricians, 
plumbers and other skilled ‘trade 
positions in time to replace current 
laborers who plan to leave the uni+ 
versity. : 

The Troops to Trade program 
will place veterans as apprentices to 


skilled laborers in the GSU, where 
they will learn the ins and outs of the 
trades they study, according to Physi- 
cal Plant Program Manager Shawn 
Holland. He said the program’s ulti- 
mate goal is to hire veterans as full- 
timte employees after current workers 
retire. 

“When we graduate an apprentice, 
we -have a higher likelihood of em- 
ploying them with the CSU,” Holland 
said. 

Cal State Long Beach is one of 
nine CSU campuses_ participating 
in the pilot program, along with Cal 
State Los Angeles, Cal State North- 
ridge and Cal State Channel Islands. 
The program is currently limited to 
select campuses in Southern Califor- 
nia, though Holland said he is confident

Edward Salkin never felt the urge 
to return to school once he finished, 
because he never left. At 80 years old, 
Salkin has been a student his entire 
life. 

Bright-eyed Salkin sits in the 
front row of Denise Cucurny’s phys- 
ical anthropology class at Cal State 
Long Beach. After dabbling in for- 
eign language, theatre arts, econom- 


ics, kinesiology, piano and computer 
classes, he has finally committed to 
a major despite his tendency to ex- 
plore. 

Salkin said he plans to graduate 
with bachelor’s degree in anthropol- 
ogy in 2016. 

A firm believer in the power of edu- 
cation, Salkin said he chooses to spend 
his life in the classroom because infor- 
mation is a gem that will be lost if not 
continually reinforced. 

After graduating high school, 
Salkin went on to junior college to 
study pediatric dentistry. Soon after 
his first college experience, he enlisted 
in the Army and was sent to work for a 
dental program in Frankfurt. 

Salkin later taught pediatric dentist- 
ry at University of Southern California 
for six years. 

He currently has a dentistry practice 
in Huntington Beach, and while retire-

ment is not on the horizon, he contin- 
ues to enrich himself through his stud- 
ies at CSULB. 

He also once worked as a tour guide 
at Los Angeles’ La Brea tar pits and 
has collected many fossils and early 
human artifacts. j 

He even brings some of the artifacts 
to class to enhance lectures in a room 
of nearly 100 students. 

“It’s the most interesting museum 
in the world, because what you see 
there is what was found there,” Salkin 
said. 

Salkin even said he might someday 
want to share his knowledge and expe- 
rience as a part-time teacher. 

“I’ve always had respect for teach- 
ers,” he said, “It’s the highest profes- 
sion on earth.” 

He said that he admires young stu- 
dents for continuing their education 
and is awe-struck by technology. 
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“Technology can be overwhelm- 
ing later in life,” said Salkin, who is 
impressed by students who use iPads. 
“It’s sometimes difficult to adapt to 
new innovations.” 

While his educational endeavors 
keep him occupied most of the time, 
Salkin said he also makes sure to keep 
his body active. 

“T figured.I would run a 10K today,” 
he:said on Thanksgiving Day. “Now 
I’m going to go the gym to stretch and 
do some weight training.” 

Salkin discovered his affinity for 
running 20 years ago when he de- 
cided that his membership in the Si- 
erra Club wasn’t enough to get him in 
shape. 

Since then, he has run a combined 
43 marathons and half marathons in 
locations across the nation, and he 
is currently training for another full 
marathon. |

it will spread to most CSU campuses 
in time. 

Holland runs and manages Troops 
to Trade, and he said the program 
aims to address the problems of an 
“aging work force” that is on the verge 


. of mass-retirement. 


“We found that a bubble is coming,” 
Holland said. “Many are reaching re- 
tirement age. That poses a problem.” 

More than 50 percent of current 
CSU skilled trade workers will retire 
in the next five to seven years, accord- 
ing to a document the CSU Commit- 
tee on Campus ‘Planning, Buildings 
and Grounds presented at the CSU 
Board of Trustees this month. 

“Departures in these numbers,” 
the document said, “will create a 
serious deficiency of institutional 
knowledge for the campuses’ infra- 
structure “maintenance and opera- 


_ tional needs.” 


Preserving the‘nstitutional knowl- 
edge learned through on-the-job ex- 
perience is important, according to 
Holland, 

He said that skilled laborers who 
have spent most of their careers 
learning the specifics of each cam- 
pus should pass this knowledge on, 
and that veterans are especially 
capable of quickly acquiring that 
knowledge: 

“Most people entering the work- 
force couldn’t become a skilled jour- 
neyman in a short amount of time,” 
Holland said. “But if we can take their 
skills and retrain them a little, they 
could.” 

According to Holland, the benefits 
of the Troops to Trade program are 
two-fold. . 

The CSU accesses a work force 
capable of replacing skilled laborers, 
and veterans’ G.I. Bill benefits will 
offset the cost of training them, sav- 
ing both the CSU and the veterans 
money, 

Holland also said that for vet- 
erans who are not interested in an 
academic-based, four-year degree,

alternative. 

The program is late in its plan- 
ning phases, which started about a 
year and a half ago, and Holland said 
that he is eager to see its results. © 

“There are a few hurdles left to 
cross,” he said, “but we’re highly en- 
thusiastic and excited about this pro- 
gram.”

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Supreme 
Court to 
consider 
timing on 
gay marriage 


After two decades in which gay 
rights moved from the margin to cap- 
ture the support of most Americans, 
the Supreme Court justices this week 
will decide if now is the time to rule on 
whether gays and lesbians have a con- 
stitutional right to marry. 

For justices, the issue is not just what 
to decide, but when-to decide it. The 
court has been faulted for waiting too 


-long or moving too quickly to recog- © 


nize constitutional rights. 

The justices did not strike down state 
bans on interracial marriage until 1967, 
13 years after they had declared racial 
segregation unconstitutional. Yet in re- 
sponse to the growing women’s rights 
movement, the court in 1973 struck 
down all the state laws restricting abor- 
tion, triggering a national “right to life” 
movement and drawing criticism even 
from some supporters that the Roe v. 
Wade ruling had gone too far too fast. 

Now, the justices must decide wheth- 
er to hear an appeal. from the defenders 
of California’s Proposition 8, the 2008 
voter initiative that limited marriage to 
a man and a woman. At the same ses- 
sion Friday, the court will sift through 
several appeals to decide whether le- 
gally married gay couples have a right 
to equal benefits under federal law.

Appeals courts in Boston and New 
York have struck down this part of the 
Defense of Marriage Act, and the jus- 
tices are almost certain to take up a case 
to resolve that question. The Proposi- 
tion 8 case, known as Hollingsworth vs. 
Perry, presents justices with the more 


profound “right to marry” question. 


Opinion polls now show a majority of 
Americans favor marriage equality, and 
support for it has been growing aBout 4 


percent per year. 

On Nov. 6, voters in three states — 
Maine, Maryland and Washington — 
approved same-sex marriage, bringing 
the total to nine states. Does the shift in 
public opinion suggest the court should 
uphold gay marriage now, or wait for 
more states, perhaps a majority, to le- 
galize it? 

The defenders of Proposition 8 say. 


their case “raises the profoundly impor- 


tant question of whether the ancient and 
vital institution of marriage should be 
fundamentally redefined,” and in this 
instance, by federal judges. A federal 
judge in San Francisco struck down 
Proposition 8 as discriminatory and ir- 
rational. : 

In February, the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals affirmed that by a 2-1 
vote, ruling the ban on gay marriage 
violated the Constitution’s guarantee of 


equal protection of the laws. The ma- 
jority relied heavily on a 1996 opinion 
by Justice Anthony M. Kennedy that 
had struck down.an anti-gay initiative 
adopted by Colorado voters. 

The decision on whether to hear the 
case could be a hard call for the court’s 
conservatives and liberals. Usually, 
the justices are inclined to vote to hear 
a case if they disagree with the lower 
court ruling. The most conservative 
justices — Antonin Scalia, Clarence 
Thomas and Samuel A. Alito Jr. — al- 
most certainly think the 9th Circuit’s 
ruling was dubious. 

Scalia, for example, says the “equal 
protection” clause, added to the Con- 
stitution after the Civil War, aimed to 
stop racial discrimination and nothing 
more. He often insists the justices are - 
not authorized to give a contemporary 
interpretation to phrases such as “equal 
protection.” 

_ If Chief Justice John G. Roberts Jr. 
joins the other three, the conservatives 
would have the needed four votes to 
hear the Proposition 8 case. They may 
hesitate. To form a majority, they would 
need Justice Kennedy, the author of the 
court’s two strongest gay rights rulings. 

His 2003 opinion struck down a 
Texas anti-sodomy law and said the 
state could not “demean” gays by treat- 
ing them as second-class citizens. Five 
months later, the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court, citing Kennedy’s opin- 
ion, became the first to rule that gays 
and lesbians had a right to marry. 

If the court were to take up the Prop- 
osition 8 case, Kennedy, 76, would be 
likely to control the opinion.

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Brian E. Manning’s lawyers 
say punishment preceded 
the trial in WikiLeaks case 


By the time he was brought to the 
Marine Corps brig at Quantico, Va., 
Army Pfc, Bradley Manning already 
was world-famous. 

The former intelligence analyst 
had been accused of giving hundreds 
of thousands of classified documents 
to the anti-secrecy group WikiLeaks, 
Now he was to be held for trial on 
charges that would include violating 
the Espionage Act and aiding the en- 
emy. 

At Quantico, where. Manning was 
held from July 2010 until April 2011, he 
was singled out for punishment before 
his case had been heard, his lawyers 
say. At Fort Meade this week, they plan 
to ask a military judge to dismiss all the 
charges against him. 

During Manning’s first five months 
at Quantico, the lawyers say, he was 
held in “the functional equivalent of 
solitary confinemient:” Confined to a 
six-by-eight-foot cell, with no window 
or natural light, for more than 23 and a 
half hours each day. 

He was awakened at 5 a.m. each 
morning and required to remain awake 
until 10 p.m., his lawyers say. He was 
not permitted to lie on his bed or lean 
against the cell wall. He was not al- 
lowed to exercise in his cell. Guards 
were required to check on his well-be- 
ing every five minutes. 

If they could not see him — if he 
was asleep under his blanket or turned 


to the wall — they would wake him. 
His lawyers say those and other “egre- 
gious” conditions at Quantico from his 
arrival to his transfer to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, amounted to illegal 
pretrial punishment, in violation of the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice and 
the U.S. Constitution. 

In court papers, lawyer David 
Coombs said commanders kept Man- 
ning in maximum-security custody 
and prevention-of-injury status in spite 
of a favorable security assessment and 
the recommendations of brig psychia- 
trists. According to Coombs, the psy- 
chiatrists said Manning did not present 
a risk to himself, and the prevention- 
of-injury status was causing him psy- 
chological harm. 

Coombs says a senior officer, whose 
name is blacked out on documents he 
has released, told brig officials that 
“nothing is going to happen to Pfc. 
Manning on my watch” and “nothing’s 
going to change.” i 

Coombs describes the conditions 
as the “flagrant violation of Pfc. Man- 
ning’s constitutional right to not be 
punished prior to trial.” 

The brig at Quantico was closed in 
December 2011 as part of the national 
military base realignment process 
known as BRAC. A spokesman for the 
Marine Corps base at Quantico could 
not be reached for comment on Friday. 

The Marine Corps and the Pentagon

have said Manning was not mistreated. 
At the Fort Leavenworth Joint Regional 
Correctional Facility, Coombs’ says, 
Manning, now 24, has been classified 
as a medium-custody detainee. He has 
been allowed to eat and socialize with 
other detainees, walk around without 
metal shackles and keep personal hy- 
giene items in his cell. 

Dwight H. Sullivan, a former Marine 
Corps attorney who now teaches mili- 
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tary law at George Washington Uni- 
versity, says military law allows for the 
dismissal of charges against a suspect 
who is found to have been punished be- 
fore trial — but such cases are rare. 
Generally, he said, a judge who finds 
that a suspect has been punished be- 
fore trial may credit that punishment 
against any eventual sentence. Should 
the charges against Manning stand, he 
is seeking a “10-to-1” credit— a credit 
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of 10 days served for every day he has 
spent in pretrial confinement. 

As such, Sullivan said, Manning has 
“sreat incentive” to get his allegations 
on the record now. 

Manning, who enlisted in the Army 
in 2007, faces a court-martial sched- 
uled to begin in January.

More than 800 schools across 
the nation have a zero-tolerance 
policy for smoking on campus, 
and there is a chance that Cal State 
Long Beach could be next. 

Associated Students Inc. will 
vote on a resolution this week to 
place a smoking ban referendum on ° 
the ballot for students to vote on in 
next spring’s ASI elections. 

A similar ban was approved at 
Cal State Fullerton this year, which 
forbids smoking anywhere on the 
campus, 
includ- 
ing in 
vehicles 
and 

parking lots. The policy change 
was somewhat welcomed by stu- 
dents and faculty. 

The ban expanded on the 2003 
ruling that barred smoking in or 
near CSUF buildings. The zero- 
tolerance ban at CSUF will go into 
effect in August 2013. 

If ASI passes the resolution and 
the referendum wins a majority 
vote on the spring ballot, then the 
policy would only change if Presi- 
dent F. King Alexander decides to 

‘adhere to the student vote. 

There is zero tolerance for 
skateboarders on campus, but we 
still almost get run over by them 
everyday while walking to class. 

If students can still get away 
with skateboarding, then odds are 
that smokers will get away with 
their cigarettes too.

The NEL season is well past the halfway mark, 
and many teams are scrambling to get a spot in 
the playoffs.

When San Francisco 49ers backup quarterback 
Colin Kaepernick started his first NFL game last 
Monday against the Chicago Bears, there was 
much anticipation to see how he would perform.

USC should keep head coach Lane Kiffin after a dismal season 


On Aug. 18, Univeristy of Southern Califor- 
nia sat at No. 1 in the Associated Press media 
poll. 

It had the Heisman frontrunner as its quar- 
terback, Matt Barkley, and the best receivers 
in the nation catching his passes. The only 
problems were thought to be the team’s depth 
and defense. 

Fast forward 98 days, and that same team is 
7-5, unranked and losers of both of its rivalry 
games. 

Its quarterback spent the final game on the 
sideline with his arm in a sling, well behind in the 
Heisman race he once led. 

Conventional wisdom says that the coach of 
this team should be fired immediately. However, 
USC athletic director Pat Haden is making the 
right move by keeping Lane Kiffin around, if 
that’s what he ends up doing. 

Kiffin led USC to arguably the most disap- 


pointing season in the school’s history. 

Under normal circumstances, not firing him 
would be a mistake. But because USC is still 
enduring some of the NCAA sanctions left over 
from the Reggie Bush scandal, Kiffin should 
remain head coach of the Trojans. 

To what extent the loss of scholarships can be 
used as an excuse for Kiffin is up 
for debate. 

USC hasn’t had great depth 
on the offensive line or on 
defense because of it, and that 
directly contributed to its early-season loss at 
Stanford. 

It could be argued that depth was responsible 
for the loss to Oregon as well, as USC players 
couldn’t stay fresh enough to keep up with the 
Ducks’ fast-paced offense. 

Excuses aside, Kiffin should remain head 
coach as long as USC is under sanctions. 


The Trojans shouldn’t start looking for his 
replacement until it is allowed the standard 
amount of scholarships and the sanctions cloud 
has passed. 

Not only has Kiffin not had a “normal” season 
as head coach, but it would be a mistake to 
introduce a new coach while the program is being 

restricted by the NCAA.

Until this year, however, Kif- 
fin had been doing a great job of 


navigating the program through the darkest years 


of its history. 

He has brought in fantastic recruiting classes 
each year, and he currently holds thé top spot in 
ESPN’s 2013 class rankings. 

One person who does need to be fired is 
Kiffin’s dad, defensive coordinator Monte 
Kiffin. 


His scheme hasn’t worked out at USC, as 
evidenced by the 39 points given up to Arizona, 
the 38 points given up to UCLA and the 62 points 
allowed to Oregon. 

The offense has stalled more than it should 
this year as well, but the defense failed too many 
times for Monte Kiffin to not take a significant 
portion of the blame. 

If Kiffin comes back next year with a new 
defensive staff, he may have a shot at the Rose 
Bowl. 

The offense is still stacked, even with Matt 
Barkley and wide receiver Robert Woods leaving 
for the NFL. 

USC is loaded with top recruits and has the 
talent to make a legitimate run once again. 

Whether or not Lane Kiffin can save his job is 
another matter.

The 49ers ended a three-game 
losing streak thanks to Peter Pappa- 
george’s career-high 23 points. 

.LBSU (2-3) took advantage of 
its first game against an unranked ~ 
team in neatly two weeks by de- 
feating Fresno State on the road. 
The ‘Niners overcame an early 
eight-point deficit to lead by three 
at the half. The Bulldogs (3-2) 
didn’t let LBSU pull away until the 
very end, when sophomore point 
guard Mike Caffey hit a pair of 
shots to give the ‘Niners a perma- 
nent lead. 

Pappageorge led four 49ers who 
reached double digits in points. 
His 60 percent: shooting and per- 
fect 7-for-7 from the free-throw 
line helped. EBSU to its highest 
shooting percentage (43.6) since its
